On January 23,2003, the Department of Environmental Services, Waste Management Division (DES)
conducted an inspection of Alltex Uniform Rental Services, Inc. (Alltex). The purpose of the inspection was to
determine Alltex's compliance status relative to RSA Ch. 147-A and the New Hampshire Hazardous Waste Rules
Env-Wm 100-1100.

As a result of the inspection, DES issued Letter of Deficiency No. WMD 03-06 CLoD), in conjunction with
Administrative Fine by Consent No. AF 03-013 CAFC) to Alltex on May 13,2003. DES personnel subsequently
met on June 5,2003 to discuss the LoD and the AFC with AIltex representatives Alan Cobb and Robert Hippert and
their consultant Ron Breton ofGZA. JBased on the June 5,2003 meeting, DES has determined that AIltex was not
in violation of Env-Wm 509.02Cc) and was not deficient in the outdoor hazardous waste storage area requirements
as cited in deficiency No.6 in the LoD. At the time of the inspection, the outdoor hazardous waste storage area was
completely enclosed by a natural or artificial barrier, had a means to control entry and had a sign posted with the
words: "Danger -Unauthorized Personnel Keep Out".

Accordingly, the LoD is hereby amended to delete the following deficiency from the list of deficiencies
documented in the LoD:

6 Env-Wm SO9.02(c) -Outdoor Hazardous Waste Storage Area Requirements

At the time of inspection, one ( 1) roll-off container of hazardous waste filter cake was stored in the
outdoor hazardous waste storage area located behind 341 Taylor Street. The outdoor hazardous waste
storage area was not completely enclosed by a natural or artificial barrier, did not have a means to
control entry and did not have a sign posted with the words: "Danger -Unauthorized Personnel Keep
Out",

Env-Wm SO9.02(c) requires full quantity generators to provide the following security measures at all
outdoor storage areas:
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An artificial or natural barrier, such as a fence in good repair, which completely surrounds the
hazardous waste storag:e area to prevent the unauthorized or unknowing entry of persons or
livestock;

2. A means to control entry, at all times, through gates or other entrances to the hazardous waste
storage area such as an attendant, television monitor, locked entrance or controlled roadway access
to the area; and

3 A sign with the legend, "Danger -Unauthorized Personnel Keep Out", at each entrance to the
hazardous waste storage area. Existing signs with other than the aforementioned legend may be
used if the legend on the sign indicates that only authorized personnel are allowed to enter the area
and that entry can be dangerous.

DES requests that A11tex provide the security measures required by Env-Wm SO9.02(c) at the outdoor
hazardous waste storage area.

Alltex is not required to take any further action related to deficiency No.6 (Env- Wm 509.02( c )
Hazardous Waste Storage Area Requirements) in the LoD.
